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Question Box

Question: Will you please explain Jer. 
17:5? Does this mean that there is a 
curse placed upon all people who use a 
physician?—Mrs. M. 


Answer: The scripture in Jer. 17:5 is 
just like any other text in the Bible. It 
cannot be understood without knowing 
the circumstances and conditions under 
which the text was given. The beginning 
of the 17th chapter reads, “The sin of 
Judah is written with a pen of iron, and 
with the point of a diamond: it is graven 
upon the table of their heart, and upon 
the horns of your altars.” This shows that 
Judah had gone away from God. The 2nd 
verse shows that the children of Judah 
were worshiping at the altars of idols, 
and in groves which were dedicated to 
false gods. Then comes the penalty that 
God has decreed upon those who knew 
Him and turned their backs on Him. In 
the 4th verse He declares that they will 
be reduced to servitude because they had 
kindled the fire of God’s anger. Then 
comes the verse which is questioned, 
verse 5, “Thus saith the Lord; Cursed 
be the man that trusteth in man, and 
maketh flesh his arm, and whose heart 
departeth from the Lord.” This has noth- 
ing to do with the taking of medicine 
or the employ of a physician, but has to 
do with one’s heart being turned away 
from God to worship other things. The 
7th and 8th verses show what the oppo- 
site is: “Blessed is the man who trusteth 
in the Lord, and whose hope the Lord is. 
For he shall be as a tree planted by the 
waters, and that spreadeth out her roots 
by the river, and shall not see when heat 
cometh, but her leaf shall be green,” etc. 
This same scripture is given in the Ist 
Psalm where the righteous are described 
as a tree planted by the rivers of water, 
and the ungodly like the chaff which the 
wind driveth away. In both passages the 
thought is the same: the blessing of God 
upon the obedient; the curse of God upon 
those who are disobedient. 
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Question: I am writing you as there 
are some here who do not understand 
about the Holy Ghost. Some of them 
seem to think the Holy Ghost was here 
before the day of Pentecost. Will you 
please explain 2 Peter 1:21 and St. John 
16:72—Mrs. R. V. S. 


Answer: The Word of God is written 
in perfect harmony and there are no two 
passages that disagree if they are taken 
as they were intended and should be. 
Let us note the first scripture, 2 Peter 
1:21, “For the prophecy came not in 
old time by the will of man: but holy 
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men of God spake as they were moved 
by the Holy Ghost.” To begin with, it 
must be remembered that “ghost” and 
“spirit” are the same thing, therefore the 
terms “Holy Ghost” and “Holy Spirit” 
would be synonymous. The scripture 
quoted is merely a quotation of what 
happened in the Old Testament. In 1 
Sam. 10:10; 11:6; 19:23, the Spirit of 
God came on Saul, etc. In 19:20 the 
Spirit of God came upon the messengers. 
In 2 Chr. 15:1 we read, ““The Spirit of 
God came upon Azariah,” but this does 
not have reference to the baptism with 
the Holy Ghost for people were not bap- 
tized in the Holy Ghost until after the 
resurrection of Christ, thus we read in 
John 16:7, “Nevertheless I tell you the 
truth; It is expedient for you that I go 
away: for if I go not away, the Com- 
forter will not come unto you; but if I 
depart I will send him unto you.” This 
Comforter, according to John 14:26, is 
the Holy Ghost, and John 15:26 calls 
Him the Spirit of truth. John 7:37 tells 
us, “In the last day, that great day of the 
feast, Jesus stood and cried, saying, If 
any man thirst, let him come unto me, 





and drink.” Verse 39, “(But this spake 
he of the Spirit, which they that believe 
on him should receive: for the Holy 
Ghost was not yet given, because that 
Jesus was not yet glorified).’’ So the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost was not given 
until Jesus was glorified. The Holy Ghost 
as the third person of the Trinity has 
been operating through the ages, but 
only in the form of the baptism with the 
Holy Ghost since Jesus the Son of God 
ascended to the Father. 

Question: Dear Editor of the Ques- 
tion Box, does Matt. 27:52, 53, and 
Eccl. 12:7 teach that there are two 
classes of people in paradise, one class

NO BLACK- ON Monday, December 15, at 6:55 p. m., 
OUT the whistles began to blow, sirens about the 

city began screaming, and all of a sudden it 
was realized that the little city of Cleveland, Tennessee, was 
having her first blackout. Warnings had been given by the 
mayor through the papers and pre- 
pared articles read by the ministers 
of the city from the pulpits, that 
all lights should be extinguished as 
soon as the sirens began to blow. 
Switches that controlled the street 
lights were immediately pulled and 
a taste of what Europeans have been 
undergoing for a long time was giv- 
en to us. All of these we are told are 
precautionary measures prescribed by 
our National Defense, for if and 
when the enemy comes it is neces- 
sary that there be no lights to guide 
them on their errands of destruction. 
This makes us to know that we are 
actually in the war and that black- 
outs are necessary in carnal war- 
fare. 


Faith is the perfect antidote for the poison of 
fear. And in these days, when men’s hearts are 
failing them for fear, there is a definite need for 
unshaken faith in the living God. 


But there is another warfare 
which all Christians are in. It is a 
war against Satan and his forces, 
against spiritual wickedness in high 
places. It is a battle which is not 
combatted with darkness but rather 
with light. It is a fight in which a light does not guide the 
enemy in his attack but rather guides us in our attack against 
the enemy and causes him and his forces to flee. 

Jesus said in St. John 8:12, “I am the light of the world,” 
and John tells us, 1 John 1:5, “God is light, and in him is no 
darkness at all.” Men may have a light which is blackout- 
proof only as they have accepted God in their lives, for Jesus 
said of His disciples who were followers of Him, “Ye are the 
light of the world,” Matt. 5:14. And then again, as though it 
was necessary that they should always let that light shine 
forth so as to illuminate the lives of others, He said in verse 
16, “Let your light so shine before men, that they may see 
your good works, and glorify your Father which is in heaven.” 

In the time when natural blackouts are necessary for na- 
tional security, and that men be drilled to carry out these 
blackouts systematically and effectively, it is necessary on 
the other hand that America wake up to spirituality and let 
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In vain they smite me. Men but do

the true light which knows no blackout and which will be 
beneficial in combatting all the Satanic and evil forces that 
can come against us, shine forth in its radiant brightness. 
True religion is not easily blacked out. An article in Christi- 
anity Crisis shows that German soldiers are supporting a bishop 
in Germany. A report from Zurich discloses that an entire 
regiment of the German army is stationed in Munster, where 
the bishop, Count von Calen, has been under house arrest since 
September, marched on the Nazi headquarters and demanded 
that the bishop be freed. It is also reported that a number of 
the young men have appointed themselves the bishop’s personal 
bodyguard and recently beat up a Gestapo agent who was 
spying on the bishop’s palace. The bishop of Munster is at the 
present moment the most outspoken critic of Nazism in the 
Catholic Church of Germany. 

The dark black cloud of Nazism has not completely over- 
shadowed the light of the gospel in Serbia for news from that 
subjugated nation shows that the religion of the Serbs is as 
hard to blot out as their patriotism, and that something about 
it seems to cause the two to hang together, which is not hard 
to be understood because the gospel of Christ is a gospel of 
patriotism. Perhaps these religions are not genuine, but if 
they are not and they have stood the test where the blackness 
of heathendom threatens, how much more the genuine gospel 
of the Son of God? “Let your light so shine” is still the ring- 
ing command of Christ, and if we are to have the smile of 
heaven and the approval of God upon our lives, there must be 


no blackout in old time religion. 
PROPAGANDA AS a usual 


thing, when we 
hear the word “propaganda” used, 
we think of it in terms of war, but 
according to our best authorities its” 
early association was with missions 
or from a society in Rome charged 
with the management of the Roman 
Catholic missions and styled “socie- 
tas de propaganda fide.” It later, 
however, took on the meaning of 
any society or means used for ad- 
vocating or teaching a particular 
doctrine or system. Thus propagan- 
da may be defined as religious prop- 
aganda, social propaganda, political 
propaganda or war propaganda. Ora- 
tions, newspaper articles or pam- 
phlets used to prosecute the present 
war against the common enemy 
could be termed as war propaganda. 
There are many means of and places 
from which different kinds of 
propaganda are dispensed, and many kinds of propaganda have 
crept into the pulpit, but the pulpit is intended for and should 
be used primarily for the dispensing of religious propaganda or 
should be the means of the propagation of the gospel of the Son 
of God which is to all intent and for all purpose an everlasting 
gospel of peace. The same Christ who said, “Upon this rock I 
will build my church, and the gates of hell shall not prevail 
against it,” said also, “Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, 
baptizing them in the name of the Father, and of the Son, and 
of the Holy Ghost: Teaching them to observe all things whatso- 
ever I have commanded you.” Thus the task of propagating and 
promulgating the glorious gospel of the Son of God is the mis- 
sion and commission of the Church of God. The cause of 
democracy must be defended. The ethics of society must be 
held up and political propaganda must be dispensed, but the 
propaganda which the Church is commissioned to dispense is 
that teaching which Christ assigned to it.

Jesus, fresh from His baptism, with 
the echo of God’s voice still ringing in 
His ears and the ears of the multitude, 
stood with rapt attention and viewed the 
distant wilderness that was to be the 
scene of His first and perhaps greatest 
ordeal. One does not like to think of His 
having to be led into anything, but the 
Scriptures do infer that the Spirit did 
drive Him into the wilderness. See Mark 
atE2~ 

The Holy Ghost can be as gentle as 
the balmy zephyrs, then on the other 
hand He can be a driving force that 
sweeps all before Him. Jesus knew as 
well as the Spirit what lay before Him 
in the fastness of that wilderness, thus it 
became necessary for the driving influ- 
ence of the Spirit to force Him into the 
trial that lay before Him. We do not 
read of this ever happening again in the 
life of Christ but since this was the first 
trial that He had to face, God was pres- 
ent in the person of the Spirit to pro- 
vide the persuasiveness necessary to in- 
sure the fulfillment of the task. Thus 
by submitting Himself to the Spirit on 
this occasion, He learned obedience and 
“became obedient unto death, even the 
death of the cross.” 

Since Jesus is to be the example and 
criterion of us all, it might be well for 
us to consider whether or not we are to 
be led or driven. God will always lead, 
but will not always drive. In a study of 
God’s Word we find that on many oc- 
casions He did drive, but always when 
things of great moment were in the off- 
ing. Thus in the cases of Pharaoh and 
Jonah. 

These are momentous times in which 
we live and God is striving to do some- 
thing for and with us. Spirit-filled peo- 
ple should not have to be driven to their 
knees by the Lord, but this is often the 
only way that the Lord can bring us to 
our senses. The Holy Ghost is in us to 
lead us into all truth, and it is only when 
we yield ourselves to the flesh that we 
fail to respond to the promptings of the 
Spirit. God cannot work without human 
instruments, and in His desperation to 
aid fallen man, He at times has to drive 
us to a place where He can use us. 

Nehemiah, driven to desperation by the 
plight of his beloved Israel, touched the 
heart of a king and wrought a deliver- 
ance. Esther, caught in the maelstrom 
of events that were about to spell anni- 
hilation for all that was near and dear 
to her, took a chance that was indeed a 
gamble and saved the face of a great 
people. The persecution of the early 
Church dispersed the happy band from 
Jerusalem, but caused the flame of 
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Pentecost to spread to distant lands. 
Though sometimes we may think that 
the Lord has left us, He is just driving 
us to a closer and fuller experience in 
Him. 

None who were present at the last 
Bishops’ Council will ever forget the 
wave of glory that swept over that great 
body as our beloved General Overseer 
told of the plan for evangelism that the 
Church was inaugurating. But did you 
know that this great move comes out 
as a reality because of the fact that we 
found ourselves slipping in the matter of 
an increased membership. Thus, that 
which some thought would mean defeat 
has been the means of inspiring thousands 
in the Church to redouble their efforts 
and make the Church of God the great 
soul-saving agency that it is and should 
be. Thank God for the Spirit that can 
drive us to a sense of our duty toward 
God. And thank Him again for a people 
that can be driven and led by the Spirit. 

So many of the Christians, so-called, 
are at ease in Zion, and have gone so 
far as to be beyond the driving state. 
That which is dead cannot be driven. So 
as long as we can be driven into richer 
places by the Lord it is a sure fact that 
we are still alive. 

In the souls of God’s  Spirit-filled 
people there is present that power that 
alone can be of benefit to this accursed 
world. Known unto God is the fact of 
His soon coming. Also known unto God 
is the fact that millions are lost. Thus 
God in desperation is striving to awaken 
us out of our slumber and put us to work 
for Himself. So many of us _ have 
preached or have heard preached the 
doctrine of the second coming of Christ 
until it has become a thing of ordinary 
significance. Yet the Word says that He 
will come in an hour when we think not. 
Now is the time for us to be led of the 
Spirit, for God surely will not always 
strive with man. 

Shame on us for having to be driven. 
But thank God we are being driven. This 
can and no doubt will be the greatest 
year in the history of the Church of God. 
Let the Lord speak to you. Heed His 
promptings. If you feel like praying, 
pray. God is trying to do something. He 
has a controversy with the nations, that 
He is driving to Armageddon. These are 
cataclysmic times and may God help all 
of us “to be not unwise but understand- 
ing what the will of the Lord is.” 

All of us know of the task that lies 
befcre us. No one claims more than the 
Spirit-filled, and no one has more. Yet, 
this increased enduement entails an in- 
creased responsibility. We told the Lord 


while we were tarrying for the blessing 
that we would do all for Him that was in 
our power. Now is the chance for us to 
rise to our colors. The alarm has been 
given. The first battle cry has left the 
lips of our leaders. Now is the time for 
us to leap to the front and help carry on 
the battle that the Lord has led us into. 
’Tis true that it is a bloodless conquest, 
but no battle that was ever fought means 
so much. The God of battles has driven 
us into the fray, so let us be real sol- 
diers of Immanuel.

RICH 


To the Evangel readers all over the 
world, greetings from Jamaica, B. W. L., 
in the wonderful name of Jesus our Sav- 
ior. Here we are out in the middle of the 
Caribbean Sea on an island about 50 by 
150 miles square, with about two mil- 
lion souls, many of them without God; 
but the same God that is rich in grace 
and mighty to save sinners in the home- 
land, is the same God that we are serv- 
ing here. 

We are enjoying our work with these 
precious people. Many times our heart 
is pained with sorrow when we see how 
the enemy of our souls is working in ev- 
ery way, it seems, to destroy. Yes, the 
devil has so many delusions in the way 
of false worship, man worship, devil wor- 
ship, cow worship and about any kind 
of worship that you could think of, to 
offer the people; however, we have a 
mighty God, a holy Bible, and the love 
of God in our hearts representing the 
greatest cause the world has ever known, 
and do you know that God is blessing? 
Yes, most every day we hear of revivals, 
souls being saved, poor benighted men 
and women, boys and girls coming to the 
cross finding deliverance. Faces that were 
once creased with sorrow take on a new 
glow, shining with gladness; the poor 
being made rich, the hopeless becoming 
hopeful, the discouraged becoming en- 
couraged. What’s the matter? I will tell 
you,—they have just found the same 
Christ that you and I found, and He has 
done the same for them that He has done 
for us. 

God has given us nine new churches 
since the Assembly, two new bishops and 
several other ministers to help carry on 
the work here. We feel a keener fellow- 
ship among the ministry and laity than 
we ever realized, a greater token of ap- 
preciation which makes us appreciate our 
workers, realizing that through their 
untiring efforts and sacrifices, we are 
all made workers together with God, 
working for one specific point and that 
is that the souls of humanity might be 
brought out of darkness into His mar- 
velous light. 

Everywhere we look we see work to 
be done, souls wanting the gospel, little 
booths to be built for places of worship, 
trying to buy a few sticks or a few pieces 
of material that God may have a little 
place that He can bring His people to- 
gether to teach them in the way that in 
the end means eternal life. We are very 
busy almost night and day, as you 
know the work is very large and the 
roads are not like in the homeland where 
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you can travel fifty miles in an hour. 
We do well to make fifty miles in three 
hours. Much of this has to be traveled in 
second and some in low gear, then maybe 
one quarter of a mile or a half to walk 
up the mountainside to get to the place 
of worship. I would be so glad if it were 
possible to even visit every church for a 
few hours. As yet we haven’t been able 
to reach but about half of the places. We

with their bodies and another class with- 
out their bodies? Are these two classes 
of people and Christ at the same place? 
—H. B. S. 

Answer: No. Nothing is said in either 
of these passages about people being in 
paradise with their bodies. The scripture 
referred to in Matt. 27:52, 53 says, “And 
the graves were opened; and many bod- 
ies of the saints which slept arose, and 
came out of the graves after his resurrec- 
tion, and went into the holy city, and 
appeared unto many.” According to Luke 
23:43 Jesus said to one of the thieves 
which were crucified with Him, “Today 
shalt thou be with me in paradise.” In 
1 Peter 3:18 we read, “For Christ also 
hath once suffered for sins, the just for 
the unjust, that he might bring us to 
God, being put to death in the flesh, but 
quickened by the Spirit: By which also | 
he went and preached unto the spirits in 
prison; which were sometime dis- 
obedient,” etc. It is evident that Jesus 
preached to the spirits in prison at this 
time, and it was, in all probability, at 
this time that He led captivity captive 
and gave gifts unto men. Christ was the 
firstfruits of the resurrection and those 
who were released from the prison house 
were resurrected after His resurrection, 
and were seen walking about the city. 
The bodies came out of the graves and 
not out of paradise. The scripture: in 
Eccl. 12:7 shows only the condition of 
man in death. The spirit of man or the 
breath which was breathed into him by 
God in the beginning, returns to God 
who gave it. The body which came from 
the earth returns to the earth. The resur- 
rection is the resurrection of the body 
and not of the spirit, for the spirit lives 
on. “The body without the spirit is 
dead,” James 2:26. The resurrection of 
the body will reunite the body and the 
spirit.
